The LIGHT House projects spending $280,962 in costs covered under the Alternatives to Abortion {A2A) 
contract. 

Based upon historical data we assume that the A2A eligible clients will make up approximately 72% of 
the total clients served through our maternity home program. 

Total direct administrative costs are $322,250. Assuming A2A eligible clients comprise 72% of our 
maternity home population, the amount of A2A eligible expenses (including the 10% de minimus) is 
$255,222 annually. 

Direct participant services (transportation, allowances, supplies, food and recreation) budgeted 
amounts total $35,750 per year. Again, assuming A2A eligible clients make up 72% of the maternity 
home population, the amount of A2A eligible costs in direct participant services total $25,740. 

The total of direct administrative costs and direct participant service costs for A2A eligible clients is 
$280,962.

Attached is a copy of the 2017 operating budget for The LIGHT House, The highlights as they 
pertain to this particular contract are: 

1. Total direct budgeted expenditures for the group home total $366,000. / 

2. The total costs of operations that are attributable to all programs are $214,^7 (listed 
under Operations on page 4). 

3. The group home expenditures are 64% of the total program costs. 

4. Applying 64% to the Operations portion of the budget allocates $137^144 to the group 
home program, resulting in total projected expenditures of $503J44 for this program. 

5. Our average projected census for clients eligible for this fundjrig is 2.5 per month, which 

is 50% of clients served. /
